HAVANA, Jan. 8— Provis- 
ional President Manuel Urrutia 
has called for the death penalty 
for top leaders of the ousted 
Batista dictatorship. 

Urrutia told the Peast-Dis- 
patch last night the new gov- 
ernment was working on modi- 
fications of the Cuban consti- 
tution to permit invoking the 
death penalty in peacetime. 

He called the ousted dictator, 
former President Fulgenco Ba- 
tista. the No. 1 war criminal 

“He knows what he deserves, 
and he has fled to the Domini- 
can Republic,” Urrutia said. 

But Urrutia said he thought 
Batista would not be tried in 
absentia, as some other revo- 
lutionary leaders had indicated. 

The new president mentioned 
the prosecution of war crimi- 
nals as one of the first big 
tasks facing the new regime. 

At Batista’s Desk. 

Urrutia answered a _ few 
questions just before his first 
full dress news conference. He 
was seated at Batista’s desk in 
the ornate Presidential palace 
underneath a marble bust of 


'Jose Marti, the father of Cu- 


ban independence. 

Urrutia, a former judge from 
Oriente province, where the 
rebellion got under way in De- 
cember 1956, drew up the pro- 
cedure for the. war crimes 
trials nearly a year ago when 
he was in exile in New York. 
He modeled the plan after the 
Nuernburg trials of Nazi pris- 
oners after World War II. 

Asked about the new govern- 
ment’s anti-gambling © stand, 
Urrutia said: 

“We will not have gambling 
at all.” 

Even the national lottery, an 
important source of govern- 
ment income, will be trans- 
formed from a means of gam- 
bling into a national saving- 
bond plan. He gave only scant 
details but indicated that fu- 
ture losers in the lottery would 
be able to get back their money 
with interest after several 
years, Such a plan would con- 
tinue to pay off to winners, yet 
there would be no losers and 
the government would have the 
use of the money paid in for 
tickets 

Sports for Toftrists. 

Urrutia said the Cuban peo- 
ple generally do not want gam- 
bling. for which Havana has 
become world famous as a tour- 
ist attraction.

Mikoyan will be a dinner guest 
tonight at the Detroit Club, 
whose members include auto- 
mobile millionaires. 

The Soviet deputy premier 
met with some of the Mid- 
west's wealthiest industrialists 
in Cleveland yesterday. His 
visit to the city was marked by 
street demonstrations by Hun- 
garian freedom fighters and 
immigrants from other Iron 
Curtain countries. 

Mikoyan addressed a group 
of industrialists at the aristo- 
cratic Cleveland Union Club. 
He told them that Russian sci- 
entists have not been able yet 
to create shelters which are 
proof against H-bombs. He 
said he recently had seen a 
secret Soviet motion picture of 
an H-bomb explosion and that 
the picture made him wonder 
whether all, the things the 
Soviet Union is building might 
not be annihilated in a few 
seconds.

Young, a 23-year-old Negro, 
admitted criminal assaults on 
three women in the West End 
last year.

——and gone with them, at least 
for a few weeks, is the desire 
for rich, sweet party foods. The 
Baily decorated homes the 
whirl of entertaining, the buf- 
fet tablés laden with delicacies 
were all fun, of course, but at 
this point almost everyone is 
ready to climb off the merry- 
g0-round with a sigh of relief. 


It's good to stay home and 
enjoy the simple life; it’s g0od 
to enjoy simple fare. 

As we go about our weekly 
marketing, we can pass those 
shelves filled with epicurean 
items with nary a backward 
glance; it is the down-to-earth, 
homey foods that appeal to us 
now. 

And it is the down-to-earth 
price tags that most homemak- 
ers are seeking in earnest this 
week, since the first of the 
year brings with it an acute 
awareness of the budget.

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Speaking of the first of the 
year, perhaps you would like to 
take a look at the forecast for 
the 1959 food situation before 
we check on this week’s values. 

The picture painted by the 
experts is a cheery one, in- 
deed. Food prospects for 1959. 
as summarized at the United 
States Department of Agricul- 
ture Outlook Conference in 
Washington, D.C., late last 
year, are that food supplies 
will be somewhat heavier than 
in 1958; that each person prob- 
ably will eat more but that 
prices for food should average 
& little less than in 1958 be- 
cause of larger supplies of 
some foods, especially pork, 
poultry and (in early 1959) 
fresh citrus, fresh vegetables 
and potatoes 

The American Meat Insti- 
tute reports that 1959 as a 
meat year will be the brightest 
in two or three years; per cap- 
ita consumption is expected to 
rise about four pounds. Pork 
will account for most of this 
increase; supplies are already 
on the rise and will continue 
to increase gradually as the 
year progresses 

Good supplies of 
ready are appearing at meat 
counters, and this trend will 
continue in the coming weeks, 
according to the predictions. 

January and February tradi- 
tionally are months of smaller 
supplies of beef and veal, but 
production this year is a little 
less than usual. The smaller 
supplies will be in the leaner 
grades while supplies of high 
quality, tender beef will be 
fairly normal. (This is the 
result of the plentiful feed 
supply situation which has en- 
abled farmers to “finish out” 
their cattle.) 

Thrifty shoppers who watch 
for special meat buys featured 
by retailers will find many bar- 
gains in pork during the next 
few months as supplies con- 
tinue in fairly good volume, ac- 
cording to the Institute. And

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CORONER'S JURY 
CANT FIX CAUSE 
OF CHICAGO FIRE 


—_—___- —_--— 


CHICAGO, Jan. 8 (AP)—A 
coroner's jury reported yester- 
day it could not determine the 
cause of a fire that took the 
lives of 90 pupils and three 
nuns at Our Lady of Angels 
school on Dec. 1 

The verdict of the _ select 
jury of insurance and building 
construction men placed the 
northeast stairwell of the two- 
story. building as the point of 
origin of the fire 

The jurors said the blaze had 
been burning for some time be- 
fore having been noticed. 

The jury recommended that 
safeguards be incorporated into 
all existing as well as new 
buildings 

The experts laid down two 
basic recommendations which 
they said “must be adopted to 


secure adequate fire protec- 
tion.” They are: 

1. Appropriate sprinkler 
systems. 


2 Measures to isolate 
Stairs and flues so fire and 
gas cannot move vertically 
from floor to floor. This 
includes total inclosure of 
passageways, including stair- 
wells with fire doors. 

Necessity, Not Luxury. 

In a foreword to its recom- 
mendations the jury said: “The 
proper fire protection is not a 
luxury it is a necessity. It is 
just as important to the school 
as having a heating plant or 
proper desks. School officials 
have a moral responsibility to 
return the pupil safely to his 
home—education is not their 
sole function.” 

Many of the jury's recom- 
mendations were similar to 
proposals made to the City 
Council last week by Mayor 
Richard J. Daley for tightening 
the city’s fire code. Cost of 
installing sprinklers in Chi- 
cago'’s public schools was esti- 
mated at between $15,000,000 
and $20,000,000 

“We plan to act on the rec- 
ommendations made by the 
coroner's jury,’ Fire Commis- 
sioner Robert Quinn said. “Of 
course, we can only put into 
practice the recommendations 
which are reasonable.” 

When Quinn was called, Cor- 
oner Walter McCarron said: 
“I f reccommendations made 
after the LaSalle Hotel fire in 
the ‘40s had been carried out, 
the school ¢cisaster would not 
have happened. I am not blam- 
ing the fire department be- 
cause I realize it has to follow 
city laws I say it 
was laxity and | say it is a sad 
state of affairs that this 
happened.” 

Catholics Take Steps. 
The recommendation brought 

immediate response from the 
Very Rev. Msgr. William E 
McManus, superintendent of 
schools for the Chicago arch- 
diocese. He said it might cost 
between $8.000.000 and $12.- 
000,000 to apply the recomen- 
dations to the city’s Catholic 
schools and he urged Chicago 
Catholics to increase their Sun- 
day church contributions by 
about 25 per cent to supply 
the necessary funds 

“I am confident they will so 
do,”’ he said. “They are eager 
to improve their schools.” 

Msgr. McManus said _ the 
jury's verdict made it “per- 
fectly clear that the fire was 
an accident.” 

‘There is no evidence of neg- 
lect by any responsible official 
before. during or after the 
fire.’ he said 

He said the Our Lady of the 
Angels School would be torn 
down and a new school erected 
as part of the archdiocese’s 
school improvement program.

Thoroughly Recorded. 

Nevertheless scientists by 
the thousands knew of the 
event within minutes, for prob- 
ably no earthquake in history 
had ever been so widely and 
thoroughly recorded.

It concerned the study of

There were 55 nations op- 
erating 334 seismic stations 
during the I1.G.Y. In addition, 
there were 137 stations where 
microseisms were recorded. 
These slight tremors are pro- 
duced by storms and have been 
used by trios of stations to lo- 
cate storms at sea. 

One of the primary problems 
attacked in the seismology stu- 
dies was the seeming disobe-

The Eighty-sixth Congress is opening with 
an exhilarating challenge to the leadership of 
both parties in both branches. On top of the 
younger Republicans’ successful ouster of Joe 
Martin as minority leader in the House, the 
liberal Republican attack on the Dirksen- 
Bridges leadership stirred up things in the 
Senate even though Dirksen survived. The 
liberal Democrats’ challenge to Southern Sen- 
atorial leadership on the filibuster issue re- 
mains to be decided. 

The “modern Republicans” have gained 
much by trying to elect Senator Cooper of 
Kentucky in place of Senator Dirksen of Illi- 
nois as minority leader. They forced the Old 
Guard leadership to accept one of their num- 
ber—Senator Kuchel of California—as assist- 
ant floor leader, and they gained valuable ex- 
experience in the uses of rebellion. It is good 
news that, according to Senator Aiken, the 
group intends to meet regularly and seek a 
united front approach on many issues. 

The sad part of the story is that President 
Eisenhower undoubtedly could have helped 
the liberals elect Senator Cooper if he had 
just lifted a finger, or maybe two. The liber- 
als mustered 14 votes, the Old Guard 20. Thus 
a switch of three votes would have brought 
about a tie, and a switch of four would have 
reversed the result. 

Who shall say that President Eisenhower 
could not have switched those four votes if 
he had made the effort? It is truly an amaz- 
ing commentary on his political naivete or 
listlessness that he sat by while the “modern 
Republicans” who take their inspiration from 
his leadership and so often seek to strengthen 
his hand went down to defeat. 

Will the Democratic insurgents fare any 
better on the filibuster question? They will 
need all the help they can get from the lib- 
eral Republicans, and they could use help 
from the President. Unfortunately Senator 
Lyndon Johnson’s soft, soft, ever-so-soft sell 
threatens to create an alliance of Southern 
and Republican conservatives with Western 
Democrats of sufficient strength to preserve 
the filibuster. 

And preserve the filibuster is exactly what 
Senator Johnson is trying to do through the 
deceptive device of a so-called “compromise.” 
By this device Senator Johnson appears to go 
part way toward acknowledging the justice 
of the liberals’ case for a reasonable cloture 
rule. In fact, however, his proposal to permit 
debate to be closed by two-thirds of the Sena- 
tors present and voting would only restore 
the rule that was in effect from 1917 to 1949. 

The record shows that under this rule it 
was as easy to conduct a filibuster as under 
the present rule. Eight times during that 
period an effort was made to close debate on 
a civil rights bill, but not once was debate 
closed. 

In other words, Senator Johnson, posing 
as a moderate, is playing the deep South's 
game when he urges his two-thirds rule. Sena- 
tors who want a real modification in the 
power of filibuster will support the rule pro- 
posed by Senator Douglas of Illinois and 
other liberals. Under this, debate could be 
closed by a simple two-thirds vote after two 
days, but by a constitutional majority—50 
votes—after debate had continued for 15 days. 
This rule would permit full debate. It would 
also permit the Senate to bring controversial 
issues to the point of decision. 

In many ways, the liberal Democrats need 
to win the filibuster fight much more acutely 
than the liberal Republicans needed to win 
their leadership fight. For if the Democratic 
party goes into the 1960 election with the 
Southern power to veto civil rights legislation 
intact, its presidential candidate .is sure to 
face powerful voter resistance on this issue. 
Can the Democrats afford to face the elec- 
torate with a confession that despite their 
overwhelming majority in the Senate they 
cannot give the Senate the power to come to 
a decision? 


A Blank at Ottawa 


Joint Canadian-United States talks at the 
cabinet level in Ottawa this week appear to 
have produced no progress toward solutions 
of any problems, but only agreements to talk 
some more about them. That is the tenor of 
the reports on discussion of United States 
curbs on lead, zinc and oil imports, wheat 
dumping, and Canada’s new anti-dumping 
laws and curbs on food imports. 

It must be hoped that the coming talks be- 
tween members of the Canadian Parliament 
and the United States Congress Friday and 
Saturday in Washington will be to more prac- 
tical purpose. The parliamentary liaison is 
a new device and one which offers expecta- 
tion of tangible results. Most of the troubles 
between our two countries have their basis 
in legislation, or in the lack of it. 

The joint parliamentary group might well 
feel on its mettle to show their countries 
that they can do what their opposite numbers 
in the executive branch have for so long failed 
to accomplish. One concrete result at Wash- 
ington would shine resplendently beside the 
dark blank of the communique issued at 
Ottawa. 


An Evasive Scheme 


The Arkansas Education Commissioner, 
Arch Ford, says he will allocate state funds 
to Raney High School and other private, seg- 
regated schools in Little Rock if they meet 
state standards. Mr. Ford must know he can- 
not maintain such a proposal. These schools 
were established directly to avoid court orders 
for integrating the public schools. In Septem- 
ber the United States Supreme Court warned 
against “evasive schemes for segregation,” 
and undoubtedly had just such ideas as that 
of Mr. Ford in mind. The moment Mr. Ford 
tries to hand over public funds to a segregated 
private school, the Justice Department should 
obtain a court order educating the Education 
Commissioner on the facts of life and law.

Gov. Blair’s Fast Start 


Gov. James T. Blair took Missouri's legisla- 
tors at their word when they said they wanted 
to get to work promptly on new legislation. 
He delivered both his legislative and budget 
messages to the opening session, and gave 
the members a heavy but well considered 
work load. 

The legislative message contains some 51 
proposals and misses little that the Legisla- 
ture could be expected to accomplish. The 
Governor would improve welfare and health 
services, provide for indeterminate sentencing 
and other criminal code reforms, advance the 
state primary to springtime, institute state 
fire inspection, establish a point-system driv- 
er’s license and raise the pay of most state 
judges and the legislators as well. 

Nor has Gov. Blair overlooked the needs of 
the state’s largest city. He recommends a 
higher ceiling for the earnings tax and broad- 
er power to create off-street parking. 

But the heart of the Governor’s program is 
contained in his budget message. Missourians 
should note this is the first really comprehen- 
sive budget ever given the state for its nor- 
mal two-year operating period. In making 
budgetary reforms in 1957, the Governor 
could provide only a one-year budget for the 
current year. 

The biennial budget is also proposed to be 
a narrowly balanced budget, though the high- 
est in history at $1,157,000,000. This repre- 
sents an increased rate of spending of $44,- 
900,000 a year, and even this year the state 
had to dip into surplus for 16 millions. How, 
then, could the Governor balance the new 
budget? 

The ineyitable answer is increased taxes— 
increased by 46.5 millions a year. But 30 mil- 
lions of this increase, deriving from a higher 
gasoline tax, would be earmarked for roads. 
Some 16.5 millions would accrue from ex- 
pansion of the 2 per cent use tax on automo- 
biles to all other goods bought outside Mis- 
souri, from a l-cent increase in the cigarette 
tax of 3 cents a package, and from a 50 per 
cent average rise in beer and liquor taxes. 

As a result of such proposals, the state 
could match the 16 millions by which it is 
now, in effect, going into the red. But Gov. 
Blair also hopes to expand state services by 
spending another 10 millions annually from 
general revenue. That money would have to 
come from increased income from present 
taxes. 

Legislators will find it difficult to quarrel 
with the Governor’s argument for more reve- 
nue. After all, Gov. Blair cut requested ap- 
propriations by 65 millions. Even the record 
budget will leave some state services below 
standards of many other states. But the pro- 
posals for higher taxes, even on luxuries, 
will come in for close legislative inspection. 

In this assessment of Missouri taxes, the 
legislaters ought to look at income tax with- 
holding. The state’s own Revenue Director 
has estimated that this pay-as-you-go method 
of collection would raise revenue by six to 
eight millions a year. In other words, Mis- 
sourl might be able to gain nearly half the 
new revenue which the Governor seeks with- 
out raising taxes at all. No serious review 
of state finances can avoid the withholding 
issuc. 


Strange Symbols in Cuba 


Gambling casinos and parking meters were 
prime targets for unusually selective mobs in 
Havana following Dictator Batista’s flight. 
How did the slot machine and the parking 
meter become symbols of the dictatorship? 

The answer is that, despite iron censorship, 
Cuba had an informed public. It knew that 
the parking meters had been installed by Ba- 
tista’s relatives and political colleagues, and 
what was profit to the dictatorship was a nui- 
sance to the populace. The gambling casinos 
were something else—Batista introduced the 
private gambling house to modern Cuba and 
both the government and American racketeers 
made millions as a result. 

Batista had overthrown an elected govern- 
ment on grounds of corruption. When the dic- 
tatorshiv added tyranny to corruption, it was 
too much. Cubans saw ministers paid $10,000 
a year living like princes. They saw the for- 
eign mobsters arrive with limousines. So- 
phisticated Cubans laughed when they heard 
of Americans officials being prosecuted in 
cases involving only a few thousand dollars— 
that was hardly stealing by Cuban standards. 
Less sophisticated Cubans took to the hills 
and joined the Castro rebels. 

So it is that the end of graft and gambling 
has become a clear and major part of Fidel 
Castro's still fairly indefinite program. The 
casinos already are smashed. If eventually 
he succeeds in limiting graft, Castro will have 
done what no predecessor has done for the 
Cuban people. 


Committee Raid Halted 


Representatiye Walter's effort to obtain 
some valid p for the Committee on Un- 
American Activities by raiding the Judiciary 
and Foreign Affairs committees has been ef- 
fectively quashed by Speaker Rayburn.

We can leave 
aside the merits of the bill, and they 
can easily be left aside because in 
the end President Roosevelt got what 
he wanted, anyway. But even assum- 
ing that the measure was a menace 
to freedom, as The Post believes, it 
certainly was not killed by “unlim- 
ited debate” in the Senate. 

The bill was killed simply because 
F.D.R., in one of his few major po- 
litical mistakes, launched it without 
having enough congressional votes 
in his pocket to get it passed. This 


circumstance was complicated by the 
death of his Senate commander, Jo- 
seph T. Robinson, in the midst of a 
debate which, in fact, had not been 
unduly protracted. The Senate de- 
bate was opened July 6, 1937, and 


“Some of These Members Seem 
to Have a Dangerous Belief in 
Democracy” 
ended July 22, when the Roosevelt 
forces, having lost their floor leader, 


surrendered sadly and almost un- 
conditionally. There had been no 
filibuster. 


Law in 1938, Paper Recalls 


In this century, we think of two 
rather famous Senate filibusters. The 
foremost, of course, was in 1917 
when seven Senators, strategically 
timing their effort, put to death a 
bill authorizing the arming of Amai- 
can merchant ships. The filibuster- 
ing Senators were immortalized by 
President Wilson as “a little group 
of willful men.” The freedom in- 
volved in this case was the freedom 
of American merchant seamen to be 
defenseless at sea against the Ger- 
man Kaiser’s submarines. 


Another celebrated Senate filibus- 
ter—this one in 1933—struck down 
a federal antilynching bill. The free- 
dom involved here was the freedom 
to be hanged by a mob, while cow- 
ardiy local authorities looked the 
other way. 

In one case, President Wilson went 
ahead and armed the merchant ships 
regardless of the seven Senators. In 
the other, the filibuster, although its 
intent was perverse, dramatized the 
likelihood of federal legislation 
against lynching unless local authori- 
ties increased their courage and vigi- 
lance. Thus, lynching is seldom 
heard of any more and the support- 
ers of the antilynching bill gained 
the ultimate victory. 


So the fact is that filibusters could 
not even guarantee a sailor's freedom 
to be cruelly drowned by an interna- 
tional criminal or anybody's freedom 
to be summarily executed by local 
riffraff. Let us not put too much 
faith in “unlimited debate.” 


Schools at a Price Ralph McGill in the Atlanta Constitution 


Perhaps the most significant fea- 
ture of the various “private school 
plans” being proposed in the few 
Southern states still planning on 
complete resistance to even token 
desegregation of a few schools is the 
slowly dawning realization that such 
schools will be available only to 
the children of parents who can af- 
ford $250 to $500—or more—per 
year per pupil. 

Politicians who embrace these 
features to educate the children of 
the rich and well-to-do and leave 
illiterate and unpreparedsthose of 
the poor may live to have political 
regrets. 

Until now there has been a feel- 


ing, “Oh, well, the political leader- 
ship will work it out... they won't 
really kill our public schools.” 

A Virginia editor has rather well 
summed up what is a new state of 
mind now found in the states com- 
anitted to massive and complete re- 
sistance to the United States Su- 
preme Court’s school decision and 
the several subsequent rulings by 
lower courts. 

“The people did not understand,” 
he wrote, “that when the candidates 
for office were assuring them that 
‘if you elect me there will be no 
desegregation,’ the candidates really 
wére saying ‘if you elect me there 
will be no schools.’”

The voting came, no doubt, 
before the sensational Archie 
Moore-Yvon Durelle contest 
in Montreal, Dec. 10, because 
that one would have walked 
away with any award had it 
been in time to be consid- 
ered in the voting.

Jordan was voted the TV 
fighter of the year and again 
the balloting came before 
Moore's performance in Mon- 
treal. 


But the Geronimo Kid, as 
the new welterweight cham- 
pion is called, got the prefer- 
ence because of his fights 
with Gaspar Ortega and 
Akins. 

He was also given the 
“Progress Award” for 1958 
because he advanced from a 
Class A lightweight to the 
world’s welterweight cham- 
pionship in one year. He was

All of that seems ridic- 
ulous. He had a bad night, 
fought a very poor fight and 
lost. 

He'll get the chance for a 
comeback in the return 
match in March. If he comes 
through with one of his sen- 
sational efforts he will make 
people forget his miserable 
showing at Los Angeles. If 
he doesn't (7).

WASHINGTON, Jan. 8 (AP) 
~—Republicans and Democrats 
in Congress were already trad- 
ing charges of “politics” today 
althotigh President Eisenhow- 
er's State of the Union mes- 
sage will not be given until 
tomorrow. 

With the general outlines of 
the message known, Senator 
Lyndon Johnson of Texas, the 
most powerful man in the Sen- 
ate because he is the Dem- 
ocrati¢ majority leader, said 
there is a “deficite of vigor” 
in the Eisenhower Administra- 
tion that causes it to lag be- 
hind in the space age. Getting 
the jump on President Eisen- 
hower’s recommendations, 
Johnson added that between 


the people and there govern- 
ment there is a “deficit of con- 
fidence and a deficit of will.” 
It ts up to the Democrats to 
bring these books into balance, 
he added, and to seize national 
leadership. 
President Defended. 

Senators Styles Bridges of 
New Hampshire and Thomas 
H. Kuchel of California, two 
of the Republican leaders, 
fired back at Johnson 


Bridges, head of the Senate 
Republican Policy Committee, 
said. he regarded Johnson's 


statement as the opening shot 
in a political barrage he ex- 
pects the Democrats to fire at 


the President's fiscal and na- 

tienal security proposals. 
Kuchel, elected yesterday as 

assistant Republican leader in 


the Senate, said Johnson's re- 
marks make it clear “there will 
be no deficit of politics in this 
session of Congress.” 

Johnson rallied his fellow 
Democrats yesterday to an at- 
tack on the “costly .. . intoler- 
able burden of laggard 
government.” 

‘Politioal Bookkeeping.’ 

Johnson paid his respects to 
Mr. Eisenhower's announced 
plan for a budget balanced at 
around 77 billion dollars in 
these words: 

“Fiscal solvency concerns us 
all. It is a first concern, for on 
course is honest without the 
courage of financial prudence. 


“But we cannot afford to 
bankrupt the national con- 
science to serve the ends of 


political bookkeeping. 

“Moral integrity, as well as 
fiscal integrity, require that we 
acknowledge deficits of will 
and deficits of effort and un- 
dertake a united search for re- 
sponsible solutions to the prob- 
lems of our times.” 

He said the nation is clearly 
moving into a new age and 
American industry is pouring 
billions into searches for new 
capabilities 

But, he said, the government 
“is moving hardly at all.... 
Great minds of the nation are 
not béing mobilized to the chal- 


lenges of self-government by 
free men.” 
Johnson told his fellow 


Democrats they must act with 
freshness and bold vision 
“Our mandate is a mandate 
for confident and creative and 
constructive leadership—begin- 
ning now, not two years hence,” 
he said. 
“We shall 
date.”’ 
Reply by Republicans. 
Bridges said: “I am happy 
the President is making a dedi- 
cated effort to balance the 
budget. I know that he is deep- 
ly concerned that every neces- 
sary effort be made to main- 
tain the nation’s security and 
he can be trusted to do that 
“But that won't keep the 
Democrats from making politi- 
cal attacks on his proposals.” 
Kuchel said: “I suggest to 
my Democratic colleagues that 
they proceed with just a little 
caution in their efforts to tear 
up the President's program 
They control the Congress and 
they will bear heavy responsi- 
bilities for their actions.”

Again one must ask whether 
this is part of a bluff to force 
a settlement on terms highly 
favorable to the Russians. 
Threats have also been part of 
the line put out in favor of a 
quick settlement. 

Boasts in Quemoy Crisis. 


During the crisis over Que- 
moy and Matsu in the Formosa 
Straits, Russian officials were 
saying privately that the 
American Seventh Fleet could 
be wiped out in two or three 
hours. They were saying, too, 
that while in a nuclear war 
Russia would be very badly 
damaged, the United States 
would be annihilated. 

This may be discounted as 
part of the war of nerves, yet 
it has its grim side. The perils 
of an accidental war, and this 
Khrushchev has several times 
stressed, are great.

Greek Drama Cut 
To Its Bare Bones 


NEW YORK, Jan. 8. 

THE COLD CLEAR PURITY of motivation in the 
Greek drama always enchants me if for no other reason 
than that it is such a corrective to the muddy neurotics in 
our own drama. Clytemnestra killed Agamemnon because 
he had killed their daugh- 
ter. And Orestes killed 
his mother because she 
killed his father. 

And in both cases they 
were ordered to by the 
gods It makes every- 
thing so simple and s0 
direct. In boiling down 
Aeschylus’s last and fin- 
est work, the trilogy 
“Oresteia,” to an hour, 
I think maybe “Omnibus” 
was going a little far in 
the line of direct sim- 
plicity. The production 
last Sunday really 
stripped the celebrated 
triology down to its bare 
bones. In a trice, Aga- 
memnon was in and out 
of Troy—a little matter 
of 10 years condensed to 
a minute or so—and ready

Much of it was just reduced to a chanting of the plot 
line while actors postured silently on the screen, strixing 
attitudes of farewell, of grief, of passion. As Alistair 
Cooke points out, much of this 2400-year-old work strikes 
us as “barbarous and alien.” A father killing his daughter 
in exchange for a good wind for his ships seems a bit thick, 
but passion and vengeance and pride are as old as mankind 
and as fresh as today. 


Christopher Plummer played Orestes, ring- 
ing like a gong. Even by Greek standards, it’s a 
steely part and Plummer is one of the few actors 
who can stand up to it. Irene Worth was flown 
in from England to play Clytemnestra, the venge- 
ful mother, one of the great parts of all Greek 
drama, I must say she did it well, keeping those 
passionate lines under tremendous control. 


I'm happy “Omnibus” does Greek drama at all, but I 
must protest against compressing a triology into less than 
an hour. It’s unsatisfying dramatically. The fall of Troy, 
regicide, matricide—they deserve a little more time than 
that. The only scene that really came across was that of 
Agamemnon’s return to his fierce wife and even that 
seemed stripped bare. 

If any Greeks are prowling through our libraries 2400 
years from now, they are going to find us a little “barbarous 
and alien,” too. I can just hear some latter-day Alistair 
Cooke explaining to his television audience that all Amer- 
icans of this particular barbarous generation were either 
cowboys or cops of one sort or another. 


The latest law enforcer to be enshrined in 
celluloid is “The D.A.’s Man” which is based on a 
book about the adventures of Harold Danforth who 
was one of Thomas E. Dewey's undercover opera- 
tives when Dewey was district attorney. This one 
has got a lot of “Dragnet” and “Medic” blood in it. 
The script is by James Moser, original writer of 
“Dragnet” and “Medic,” and Jack Webb directed 
the first couple of them.

Big Year Forecast for Space Projects

IF ALL GOES WELL, 1959 
will go down as the year a 
human being first traveled in 
outer space. 

It will be the year the 
United States commenced 
launching king-sized satellites, 
perhaps ranging up to five 
tons. : 

It will see the advent of re- 
connaissance satellites — hope- 
fully of United States origin. 

It will see satellites carry- 
ing live animals, including a 
primate, and attempts made 
to bring them back alive 

It will see at least a dozen 
heavily instrumented United 
State satellites put into orbit 
at remote distances. 


And it will feature several 
more United States moonshots 
—PLUS a shot or two at the 
nearer pianets, Mars and Ve- 
nus. 

Recently I suggested that 
1958 was the most important 
year in the history of space 
flight. If even half of the above 
projects succeed, 1959 will 
overshadow It. 

I have two sources to thank 
for these predictions. One is 
Erik Bergaust, editor of the 
technical magazine Missiles 
and Rockets. The other is Roy 
W. Johnson, director of the 
Defense Department's Ad- 
vanced Research Projects 
Agency (ARPA). 


In the December issue of his 
magazine, Bergaust painted a 
vivid picture of what 1959 will 
bring. 


First he anticipates the 
first full scale flight of the 
fabled X-15. The plane is 
expected to reach an altitude 
of 100 miles and attain a 
speed of perhaps 4000 miles 
per hour—a breakthrough of 
singular importance. It will 
mark the first time man has 
actually penetrated outer 
space—in the flesh. 


But this isn’t the only man- 
in-space program. NASA, the 
National Aeronautics and 
Space Agency, plans to be- 
gin tests in the summer of 
1959 leading up to a rocket 
launching in which—accord- 
ing to early estimates—man 
will travel to an altitude of 
90 miles. The reliable Red- 
stone rocket is slated for the 
project. The manned cap- 
sule will descend to earth by 
parachute. 


There will also be an at- 
tempt to place an animal into 
orbit—a necessary preliminary 
to the time when man himself 
orbits the earth—and the rock- 
et used will be the solid pro- 
pellant Army Pershing.

man 90 miles into space to descend via parachute in a 
capsule. 


Project Fledgling—a new 
program revealed by Bergaust 
—calls for 12 satellites to orbit 
at from 5000 to 15,000 miles. 
They will contain  spectro- 
graphic equipment to deter- 
mine the sun’s composition and 
the characteristics of the upper 
atmosphere. 


Although definite plans have 
not yet been released, several 
more lunar probes are almost 
certain. NASA reportedly has 
ordered several Pioneers and 
Juno II vehicles to carry on 
this work. 


The first Juno II probe, 
launched last December, was a 
partial success. It didn't be- 
have precisely as the Army 
team anticipated, but it did 
fill in our radiation studies. 
The second Juno II shot will 
use an advanced second stage 
which should enhance its per- 
formance considerably. 

This in turn will lead to the 
Juno IV series—an attempt to 
place a satellite in the vicinity 
of Mars or Venus. This sounds 
like a tremendous stride, but 
actually the speeds necessary 
are not much higher than for 
the moon probes. 

One of the Explorer series, 
still in the planning stage, will 
launch the 100-foot inflatable 
sphere. Because of the inflat- 
able balloon proposal this 
writer made in 1952, he would 
like to see this project con- 
summated. 

Both the Titan and Atlas 
ICBMs will be used for satel-

lite launchings. The Titan, 
with a “hot” third-stage ca- 
pable of attaining a speed of 
47,000 feet per second, will be 
used to launch a Martian probe. 
The Atlas has already launched 
a massive satellite weighing al- 
most four and one-half tons. 
This may be only the beginning 
for an Atlas series of satellites 
carrying more sophisticated 
payloads.

The first shot, scheduled 
for this month, will use a Thor 
IRBM as its first stage and is 
expected to put 1300 pounds in 
orbit.

The satellites will not only | 


be giants; they will revolve in 
north-south orbits that 
both poles. 

A satellite that crosses the 
north and south poles has one 
great advantage: it “sees” the 
whole earth. Thus, it acts as a 
kind of “spy” in the sky. 

To be sure, the first Dis- 
coverer may do no more than 
report the cloud cover of 
the earth. But later versions 
will take pictures with real 
cameras. Eventually these 
will be developed automati- 
cally on board the satellite 
and sent to earth by facsim- 
lle radio.

His First Flop 
As Cub Reporter 


THE JOB was copy boy. I started on Jan. 2, 1929. The 
salary was $12 a week. The duties were: (1) to sit on a 
bench; (2) answer all calls of “Boy!” (3) take stories from 
reporters and run the sheets of typewritten paper .to the 
city desk; (4) stay away 
from office typewriters; 
(5) get sandwiches and 
coffee for reporters; (6) 
be quiet and not fight 
with other copy boys. 

The newspaper was The 
News, in New York. The 
editorial department was 
on the second floor of a 
drafty loft building on 
Park place. The Wool- 
worth building was diag- 
onally across the street. 
Suerkin’s Restaurant with 
chased glass windows was 
next door. 

Old Man O'Keefe was 
my boss. He was a dys- 
peptic, retired policeman. 
Among the other copy 

é boys were Red Bera, Ar- 

thur Siebelist, Walter 
JIM BISHOP Meurer. O’Keefe made 
us toe his mark. He was fair. And tough. 

We had a good gallery of reporters: Forrest Davis, 
Martin Sommers, John O'Donnell, Alfred Albelli, Tom 
Cassidy, Red Dolan, Jimmy Cannon, Paul Gallico, Jack 
Miley, Irene Kuhn, Doris Fleeson, Grace Robinson, Mark 
Hellinger, and, as editors, Frank Carton, Gene McHugh, 
Harvey Deuell, Jeff Burke and Colonel Hause. 


Most of these names are meaningless to you, 
but, in the craft, these were good men. They had 
the respect of their fellows and this, I find, is 
something that must be earned. As reporters, they 
had to be able to cover any kind of assignment. 
The age of specialists came later. 


They shone at a time when all men were cynics. It was 
an age of booze, cheats, graft, gangs and gunfire. Herbert 
Hoover was in the White House, but Owney Madden was in 
New York. So were Big Frenchy de Mange and Dutch 
Schultz and Charlie Sherman. These men had more control 
of the city than Hoover had of the country. 

It was a time of flappers and Texas Guinan and Pro- 
hibition. According to the headlines in our little paper, 
love nests were being raided almost every day and beer 
runners were being taken on one-way rides to the Jersey 
meadows. 

A kid on a newspaper needs friends. I had mine. Frank 
Carson, day city editor, gave little assignments to me. Mark 
Hellinger tried to teach the ABC’s of writing to me. Gene 


McHugh counseled me when I got in trouble with O’Keefe, 
which was often. 


On the first big assignment, in February 1929, 
I failed. Carson said to run up to 168th street and 
Broadway. There had been a public school track 
meet. Some white boys had warned a Negro boy 
not to run his best in the 60-yard event. The kid 
had run his best. After he won, the other boys 
waited in a lot behind the armory with stones. 
They killed him. The job was to get the story. I 
went to the armory. All the way up on the subway 
I kept mumbling to myself: “Who? What? When? 
Where? Why?” If I could get the answers to those 
questions, I would have the story. 


At the armory, I was told to go to a police station. 
At the station house, the lieutenant gave me the name of 
the dead boy and his address. I went there and met his 
grieving mother and father. They lived in a damp base- 
ment. The father was a minister. They cried so hard I 
couldn’t understand much of what they said. 


When I got back at 6 p.m., I was allowed to sit at a 
typewriter. Carson said: “Go to it, kid.” Hellinger stood 
behind me. The first sentence of my lead was about 140 
words long. “Cut it, pappy. Cut it,” Mr. Hellinger said. I 
couldn't, I had to tell it all in one breath. 


When I finished, I didn’t call boy. None would have 
answered anyway. So I carried my copy to Mr. Carson. He 
read it from under a green eyeshade. “Nick,” he called, 
“Nick Kenny.” Kenny came to the desk. 

“Rewrite this in about two pages,” he said. “I'll need it 
in 10 minutes so give me some speed. Also call up our dis- 


trict man and get the names of the white boys. I think the 
kid forgot that.” 


I sat alongside Nick Kenny, watching his fat fingers 
do a swift ballet on the keys. I hated his guts. He was writ- 
ing my story. It wasn’t his. It was mine. He looked up arid 
smiled. He asked a few questions. “Okay, kid.” he said. 
“I don’t need you anymore.” 


That night I read the story and folded the paper and 
went to bed early. I couldn't sleep. That’s what it was like 
30 years ago...

Some Factual Balm for Victims of Gout

NEW YORK, 
Jan. 8 (AP). 

JUSTICE has been done at 
last to several hundred thou- 
sand of nature’s noblemen in 
America. 

They are the victims of gout. 
These men share today a re- 
current agony that in the past 
has afflicted such giants of 
mankind as Alexander the 
Great, Isaac Newton, Martin 
Luther, John Calvin, Goethe, 
Francis Bacon, Guy de Mau- 
passant and Benjamin Frank- 
lin. 

The pangs of gout are ex- 
cruciating. But almost as 
hard for its victim to bear 
are the ridicule and lack of 
sympathy he receives from 
his so-called friends. They 
are sure his ailment is a pen- 
alty sent from heaven to 
punish him for living too 
fast and too loose. 


This big lie is struck down 
formally in a pamphlet “About 
Gout,” published by the Ar- 
thritis and Rheumatism Foun- 
dation and available for a dime 
at its headquarters, 10 Colum- 
bus Circle, New York City. 

“It has been common belief 
for centuries that gout was 
caused by high living—eating 
rich foods and drinking too 


much alcoholic beverages,” 
says the pamphlet, “We now 
know that ‘high living’ does not 
cause gout.” 

Just what does cause gout 
then? 


“Gout is a defect in the 
body's chemistry which fre- 
quently leads to an arthritic 
condition,” says the founda- 
tion. “Gout is never con- 
tagious but probably heredi- 
tary. 

“This metabolic abnormality 
causes an increase. in the 
amount of uric acid in the 
blood and tissues.” 

The uric acid excess, 
cumulating in crystalline de- 
posits in cartilage (usually 
around bone joints), sets up the 


ac- 


painful irritation known as 
gout. 
Gout is perhaps as old as 


mankind itself and was known 
to Hippocrates, the father of 
medicine, four centuries before 
Christ. The fact that it prob- 
ably is hereditary is even 
hinted at in a Mother Goose 
rhyme: 


“Lazy Tom with jacket blue, 
Stole his father’s gouty shoe. 
The worst of harm that Dad 
can wish him, 
Is his gouty shoe may fit him.” 
But in a woman's world gout 


remains one of the most mas- 
culine of ailments. No eunuchs

No one 
diet seems to control it, but 
its victims generally are ad- 
vised to avoid foods rich in 
purines — such as sweet- 
breads, anchovies, sardines, 
liver; kidney, brains and 
meat extracts. 

The heartening thing about 
gout is that it is perhaps the 


to treat. When a man gets an 
attack, he may wish he'd die 
—but he won't. 

The pamphlet says that the 
gout patient who seeks early 
medical advice and follows it 
faithfully “can be assured that 
gout will neither cripple him 
nor will it seriously interfere 
with his daily life or general 
health.”
